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This net surplus, added to the $224,086 60 at the Treasury ope 
year ago, makes the balance on hand this day $228,052 68. 

The burned certificates (“Patton money") are not a part of 
the expenses of the administration, though 1 am required by law 
to draw my warrant for the amount so burned in order that the 
Treasurer may have the proper credit. It is really a reduction of 


the State's floating debt, and is so noted in my summary of the 
debt statement. 


MONEY FOR THE COUNTIES. 


My warrant was also drawn for $ 2,926 74 of the $5,000 00 held 
at the Treasury as the money paid by the Southern Express Com- 
pany for the counties some years ago; but this money was not 
charged on the books of this department to the Treasurer, as 16 
did not belong to the State, and has never been counted in the 
balances reported by this department as belonging to the State 
and lying in the Treasury. Itis therefore properly excluded from 
this report now. I did not consider it correct for me to draw war- 
rants for this money, for the reasons stated; but was compelled 
by writ of mandamus, under the act of 26 February 1872, made 
necessary because this sum has been mingled with the State's 
funds, and the Treasurer could not pay it out to the counties with- 
out a warrant. 


THE ESTIMATES AND THE RESULTS. 


In my report of a year ago the receipts were estimated for the 
fiscal year now closing, from every source, at $920,000, and the 
disbursements at the same ; expecting there would be a small sur- 
plus or a small deficit. By a comparison of this forecast with the 
actual result it will be observed that it has stood the test with 
. reasonable exactness, and that the estimates were based on care- 
ful considerations. | 


RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS EXPLAINED. . 


The receipts at the Treasury this year were $687,029 75, and 
last year $718,228 36; a decrease of $31,198 61. But this de- : 
crease was caused mainly by the increase in the amount paid by 
the collectors directly to the school superintendents in the coun- 
ties, which was $244,259 41, against $224,770 25 last year, or an 
excess for this year of $19,489 16. 
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The payments at the Treasury this year were $670,498 67, and 
last year $648,097 23; increase $22,401 34; and this increase in- 
cludes a legislative session which cost about $45,000, and the 
special appropriations thereunder ; but is of course affected favor- 
ably by the diminished amount paid out of the Treasury to the 
schools in nearly the exact ratio that the receipts just mentioned 
are affected adversely. Ånd this is because the law provides that 
on and after the first of May the proportion of school fund re- 
maining unpaid by the collector shall be paid at the Treasury.

COMMENTS ON THE RECEIPTS. 


From what is heretofore said it will be observed that the grand 
total of receipts of revenue for the year are $931,289 16, against 
$942,998 61 for the previous year; a decrease of $11,709 45. The 
decrease in the valuations of property is one cause of the falling 
off of receipts, though the strenuous efforts of this department to 
make settlements with collectors owing old balances contributed 
to swell the receipts for the previous year more in proportion 
than this year because many of such old balances have either 
been adjusted or their solvency has been tested adversely. But if 
the courts of commissioners had power to arrest the declining 
valuations by equalizing and changing the lists of assessment" 
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there would be more hope of gradually reducing the rate of taxa- 
tion at the same time that sufficient revenue was received to 
maintain the pledges and obligations of the State. 

| COMMENTS ON THE EXPENDITURES. 

The increase of the expenditures to $670,498 67 this year, from 
$648,097 23 last year—$22,401 44—grows out of the costs of the 
legislative session, and the special appropriations thereunder. 
The absence of these large items of expenditure enabled me to 
show a surplus of $70,131 13 for the previous tax year, and to 
estimate a surplus of $50,000 00 for the coming year as between the 
receipts and expenditures; and this latter, added to the $228,- 
052 68 now at the Treasury, will if realized find about $280,000 00 
in the Treasury the 30th of September next; provided your Ex- 
eeneney fails to üse any part of this sum in retiring the ** Obliga- 
tions." 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


On the whole, then, the financial condition of the State-is far 
from discouraging. With every pledge kept with our -creditors, 
with every institution of benevolence or trust in full receipt of its 
usual yearly appropriation, with a moderate but growing pros- 
perity pulsating through all the channels of private industry 
within our borders, it is only necessary to continue the same rigid 
economy which of late has characterized the administration of its 
affairs, and to exercise a ceaseless and intelligent vigilence over 
its interests, to maintain our State in its present honorable and 
admirable career.

PART IL—THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


EXCHANGE OF BONDS. bg 


The conclusion of. the adjustment of the State's bonded debt ` 
has not yet been reached. Since the last report of this depart- 
ment the exchange of old for new bonds has continued under your 
Excellency’s supervision, and it is from the records in your office 
that I am supplied. with the memorandum from which the debt 
statement is made up as shown by Exhibit IV of this report. The 
exchange of bonds within the fiscal year now closing has added 
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$78,600 to Class “A,” $3,000 to Class “ B," and $241,000 to 
Class “C.” As interest is not paid on the old-bonds, every dollar 
added to the new issue by exchange is an augmentation of the 
‘interest-bearing debt. The above sums show an addition of 
$319,600 of two per cent. bonds, and $3,000 of five per cent. bonds, 
and hence the inferest on the bonds for the coming year will 

be somewhat greater than for the present.

THE INTEREST ON THE DEBT. 


The interest paid on the publie debt for the year which ends 
this day, aud the expense incidental to suzh payment, compares 
with the same items of disbursement for the tax year ending, 
90 September 1878 as follows :

Inerease of interest over last year $18,088 81. This increase is 
due to the fact that no interest is paid on the old bonds, but 
whenever new bonds are exchanged for them—which exchange is 
going on now at intervals—the volume of interest is augmented by 
the amount of the interest thereon, which begins to run from the 
date of the exchange on the new bonds. And the inerease of in- 
terest on the “Obligations” arises from the fact that they have 
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been withdrawn from circulation within a year or so past, and are 
now hoarded by those who hold them as an investment in an in- 
terest-bearing security. 

The estimate of interest for the ensuing year, and the expense ` 
of paying it, is $255,000 00, which is the amount of the appro- 
priation. This legislative appropriation of $255,000 for the 
interest of the coming year will doubtless fall short of the amount 
needed for that purpose, but of course your Excellency will pro- 
vide for such a contingency,

THE * OBLIGATIONS." 


It will be observed that the interest on the “Obligations” in- 
creased in the large amount of $11,719 09 from the former to this 
fiscal year. This is not altogether correct from the fact that, un- 
der section 514 of the Code, tax collectors allowed $946 14 during 
the last fiscal year, and $287 15 (so far as their vouchers have 
been received,) for the present year. This reduces the net amount 
of the increase to $11,060 10, The existence of these “ Obliga- 
tions" is a standing reproach to the State, as it is a glaring evi- 
dence that financial reputation is at a low stage when any govern- 
ment or corporation must pay so high a rate of interest on its 
funded paper. Iam aware that the act of 18 February last, for 
retiring and paying the “ Obligations," has thrown some obstacles 
in the way of the object it is meant to serve, and there is another 
reason of which I cannot take official notice why it is difficult to 
carry out the purpose of the law; but if it be possible to do so I 
trust that your Excellency will change the technical character of 
this indebtedness, and thus reduce the rate of interest thereon, at 
the earliesb practical moment, as I have every reason to believe 
_ ibis your purpose to do. 


THE EDUCATIONAL Trust FUNDS. 
« 


Considering that the Educational Trust Funds are a part of the 
obligations assumed by the State, it is proper to set forth in this 
place the amounts of such funds, and the provision for the pay- 
ment of interest on the same for the ensuing tax year; for this will 
Show that the State is carrying another burthen besides that due 
to itg creditors, and will incidentally exhibit the fact that it is 
doing all it can to discharge with fidelity the trust reposed in it, 
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and is doing all within its limited means to promote the cause of 
education.

*Besides this total, there is a net sum of about $110,000 00 a year derived from the 
poll-tax, which goes wholly to the maintenance of the schools, 


This increase is mainly caused by the fact that the late general 
assembly enacted that the salaries of the State Superintendent 
and his assistants should be paid out of the general fund, and this 
being done the present year, caused an unusually large balance, left 
io pay these officers after the distribution to the counties had been 
made, to be left at the Treasury. This legislative action therefore 
added about $5,000 00 à year to the maintenance of our school 
system. 

The amount of the Sixteenth Section Fund has been increased 
during the present year by the sum of $1,558 26, paid in by the 
State Superintendent, and which amount is added in the above- 
stated total of that fund. r 

The entire amount of the escheats received during the year is 
applied to the schools the year following its receipt. 


PART IIL—RESOURCES. 


THE ASSESSMENT ABSTRACTS. 


The abstracts of assessment for the coming tax year are not as 
prompt in coming in as they were last year. The delay in this 
matter causes gaps in the table which follows that the energy of 
the officers entrusted with the duty of preparing the abstracts

In &n examination of this table, it must be born in mind that the

It is true that sup- 
plements from a few of the counties, and collector’s assessments 
in nearly all of them, are yet to reach this department; but I fear 
that even these, when added, will not swell the aggregate of as- 
sessments to that of the present year.

VALUATION OF AND TAXATION ON PROPERTY.

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EXPENSES AND Losses ON COLLECTIONS. 


It will be interesting to know the deductions to be made from 
this taxation, and I here present the allowances to collectors on 
. their settlements, again remarking that absolute accuracy cannot 
be yet reached, and that in one or two counties, because of the 
absence of proper vouchers, or defaults, or the like, an estimate 
had to be made of the allowance, but for all practical purposes the 
figures which follow will be found substantial :

EXPLANATORY. 


The-allowance for errors and insolvencies is made, on the sworn 
report of the collector, by the court of county commissioners, and 
certified in due form by the probate judge to this department. 
'The allowance for lands bid in is made when the collector sends 
up his certificates of sale to the State, and the amount of the 
State taxes and the poll tax is ascertained; the county commis- 
 Sioners allowing credit for the county taxes on the same. The 
commissions of the assessor and collector are fixed by law, and 
are allowed at this department. A knowledge of the laws which 
govérn these allowances must be as accurate as that which con- 
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trols any other account audited for a claimant, and is as vigilantly 
observed. 

It will be observed that the aggregate of the assessments for 
the coming year is not stated above, and this is caused by the 
fact that some of the abstracts are not yet received, and that a 
few supplements and all the collector's assessments are to be 
added when they come in. 


FLAWS IN THE LAW OF ASSESSMENTS. 


The steady decrease in the volume of assessed valuations may 
be ascribed primarily and perhaps chiefly to the conscientious 
care which many tax-payers fail to exercise in listing and valuing 
their property for taxation; sometimes to the lack of efficiency 
and vigilance and experience of some of the assessors ; and lastly 
and largely to the fact that, in a great. majority of the counties the 
court of commissioners have ceased-—because they doubt if the 
law empowers them—to correct the first of these evils by equal- : 
izing the valuation of property as listed and valued. Unless these 
causes of shrinkage are removed, as far as legislation can remove 
them, there can be but little hope for any material reduction of the 
rate of taxation for the present, unless some new subject for its 
operation ean be discovered. One of the remedies I would sug- 
gest is that the word “market,” as descriptive of the valuation of 
the real property the tax-payer is required to list, be stricken out, 
and the word “true” be inserted in its stead ; for it is far more 
likely that the owner will know the true value of his property than 
its " market" value, when perhaps he satisfies himself that there 
is no “market” for it, while it yields to him an income which 
would enable him to properly estimate its worth, or that it has an 
intrinsie value which he knows. better than any one else. lam 
persuaded that there has grown up in the minds of many an idea 
that there is a broad difference between a “valuation of property 
for taxable purposes," as it is erroneously phrased by them, and 
its true value, and that the word “market” has been the main 
factor in the spread and growth of this disastrous error. So, with 
respect to “solvent credits or credits of value,” it is even more 
plain that the widestlatitude is given to the tax-payer as to the 
valuation he may place on the amounts he may have due him ; 
and in this, as in the listing of real estate, the rankest injustice 
may be practiced on the State. The boards of equalization were 
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authorized to correct the first of these evils, and did much to 
check it, and, now that the commissioners generally believe they 
have no power to alter the valuations, some remedy is demanded 
by the publie interests in order that such proper listing and val- 
uation may be had as will enable the rate of taxation to be low- 
ered to the lowest possible figure consistent with the pledges and 
policy of the common wealth. 


It is with satisfaction that I remark the fact—in connection 
with the subject of the State's resonrces—that the collectors for 
the present year, as a rule, seem tol-have made more than usual 
efforts to settle their accounts in full, and the balances against 
those who are in default are not comparatively large. This in- 
creasing promptness has been noticeable for the past year or two, 
and has been assisted by the most earnest efforts of this depart- 
ment. To permit a collector to be lax in his dealings with the 
. State, is not alone an injury to it, but such a course often results 
in involving the officer himself in embarrassments, and now and 
then in disgrace. No conscientious and intelligent collector is 
likely to conrplain of being required to settle his accounts with the 
State promptly; for, save in three or four of the larger tax-paying 
counties, there is no reason why final settlements should not be 
made by the first day of June. In pursuance of this view, I sub- 
mit to your Excellency the following extract from a circular lately 
sent to the collector of each county:

Tax colleetors are also hereby informed that it is necessary for them to so manage 
the functions of theimportant office entrusted to them as to make their final settle- 
. ment on or before the first day of May of each year, as required by section 414 of the 
Code ; and this notice is given to them on the eve of the new fiscal year in order that 
they may not complain if proceedings are promptly begun against them if they fail 
to settle at the time fixed by law.

To the Tax Collector. 


It is due to the interests of the State that attention should be 
called to the insufficiency of the remedy against officers charged 
with the collection of the revenues who are found in default. 'The 
inadequacy of the laws on the subject has for nearly three years 

hrown around my efforts to effect settlements obstacles which no 
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head of this department since the foundation of the State has had 
to contend with.” By a singular accident, the law was made void 
which authorized a summary judgment against a defaulter in fa- 
vor of the Auditor in the circuit or city court at the seat of gov- 
ernment, where the Attorney General could eonduet the ease 
without cost to the State for counsel fees. At the late session of 
the general assembly the senate acted promptly to restore the’ 
statute, but in the other house the bill was twice defeated. Suit 
must now be brought in the name of the State in the county 
where the defaulter dwells, and a special attorney engaged, at con- 
-siderable expense, to represent the publie interests. The distance 
from and lack of free communication with this department, as well 
as the more tedious and technical nature of the complaint, the 
longer intervals between the courts, and the unnecessary expense, 
not to speak of the loss of the ready experience of an Attorney 
General familiar with the laws and the forms of pleading and cur- 
rent of precedent in such causes, are merely the outline of im- 
pediments in the way of securing to the State that which a sworn 
servant has collected of the people and failed to pay over. These 
difficulties have already delayed the execution-of important and 
primary duties in this department, and given immunity to those 
who knew their duty and did it not. When it is understood that 
a collector must in any event come to the seat of government to 
make his settlement, it will be seen that there is no hardship on 
him to bring the suit at this place. It is by his misconduct that 
the State is kept out of the money the tax-payers have contrib- 
uted to its maintenance, and there is no reason why, as a favor to 
a defaulter, the trouble and costs and hazards of the suit should 
be cast on the people. Of course the next general assembly will 
correct this unfortunate attitude of the State; meantime, it is 
proper that your Excelleney should know the-extent of the evil 
that it has imposed. 


"The act of-the territoral legislature of 1815, required the auditor to proceed 
against the delinquent tax collector by notice for twenty days insome newspaper, 
that he would by the Attorney General, move against him in the Supreme Court, at 
the place where that court was required to be holden, and the justices of the Supreme 
Court were required to hold a special term to hear the motion, “and to give judg- 
ment in a summary way without jury against such tax collector.” The main fea- 
tures of this law, the summary judgment, and the place of holding court, were the 
law of this State till nullified by the unfortunate manner in which it was inserted in 
the Code of 1876.

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There are other matters of publie concern, plans and views gath- 
ered and formed by a supervision of the revenues and finances of 
the State, but as the general assembly does not meet till the next 
report of this department, I conclude by respectfully submitting 
this report to your Excellency.
